About 7 o'clock more rain fell and the weather 
turned as cold as an English January. An hour later 
the sun burst out suddenly and all the torrent of color 
came to life. As when Wordsworth saw it from Lon- 
don Bridge, the city wore like a garment the clouded, 
sunflecked beauty of the morning and with it such a 
surge of flags, banners and bunting as the world had 
never seen before 

The “mighty heart” of Wordsworth’s sonnet was 
no longer lying still. It beat in huge and nervous pulse 
from Westminster to the granite caverns of the City. 

London's voice, hoanse, happy and triumphant, 
literally rolled around the world 

The multitude waited patiently until 9.30 a.m. 
for its first glimpse of the parade from the Palace to 
the Abbey. By then the treacherous sun had slunk 
off again. The first casualties, mostly fainting 
women, had been quickly carried away by Red Cross 
stretchers. The troops along the processional route 
had been standing motionless for three hours and 
the specators shivered in the teeth of the biting wind. 

At last a single Life Guard in golden helmet and 
cuirasse trotted up: The Mall on a coal black horse. 
Behind him came the representatives of foreign states, 
some in open carriages, some in limousines. Among 
them was the grizzled face of General George Mar- 
shall, one of Britain's, favorite friends. Strangely 
enough thére were fewer cheers for the foreigners, 
probably because they were not recognized, than for a 
uniformed street cleaner who repaired the horses’ 
damage. 

At this point a slight diversion distracted the 
crowd in Trafalgar Square—a small boy fell into a 
brimming fountain, was pulled out dripping and dis- 
patched home with a general shout of encouragement

Sitting on Curb for 72 Hours 


Mrs. Zoe Neame, a widow of 73 years 
Buckinghamshire, had been sitting 
more than 72 hours and beside her

Late Monday afternoon a wintry rain soaked this 
vast, gypsy encampment but could not move it. In 
the night more_rain fell at intervals and a chill wind 
blew out of the north. Sodden and stiff, the campers 
spent the hours of darkness as if it were 
with song, the music of accordion and 
games of cards played on the wet stones 

The rain could soak these peoples’ clothes. It 
never penetrated their spirits 

In a fashion not recognized by the Constitutior 
but stronger than any paper documer 
Coronation no less than the Queen's 

A pale, watery dawn had hardly touched the 
domes and spires and glinted on the Thames when 
all London was astir, all streets crowded by hurrying 
pedestrians, all railway trains crammed, all the far 
flung stands and scaffolds filled and all the leading 
actors dressed for the day’s drama 


Pattern Like Turkish Carpet 


From Canada House, where this is written, the 
route of procession with its flaming decorations and 
the mixed hues of women's clothes and gay hard- 
board periscopes, looked like an immense perennial 
border in full bloom. Trafalgar Square, its fountains 
spouting, its puzzled.pigeons ousted from theix.private 
preserve, was laid out in the pattern of a rich Turkish 
carpet, constantly rippled by a gentle breeze 

About 7 o'clock more rain fell and the weather 
turned as cold as an English January. An hour later 
the sun burst out suddenly and all the torrent of color 
came to_life. As when Wordsworth saw it from Lon- 
don Bridge, the city wore like a garment the clouded, 
sunflecked beauty of the morning and with it such a 
surge of flags, banners and bunting as the world had 
never seen before 

The “mighty heart” of Wordsworth’s sonnet was 
no longer lying'still. It beat in huge and nervous pulse 
from Westminster to the granite caverns of the City 

London's voice, hoarse, happy and triumphant, 
literally rolled around the world 

The multitude waited patiently until 9.30 a.m 
for its first glimpse of the parade from the Palace to 
the Abbey. By then the treacherous sun had slunk 
off again. The first casualties, mostly fainting 
women, had been quickly carried away by Red Cross 
stretchers. The troops along the processional route 
had |been standing motionless for three hours and 
the specators shivered in the teeth of the biting wind 

At last a'single Life Guard in golden helmet and 
cuirasse trotted up The Mall on a coal black horse 
Behind him came the representatives of foreign states, 
some in open carriages, some in limousines. Among 
them was the grizzled face of General George Mar- 
shall, one of Britain’s favorite friends. — Strangely 
enough there were fewer cheers for the foreigners 
probably because they were not recognized, than for a 
uniformed street cleaner who repaired the horses’ 
damage. 

At this point a slight diversion distracted the 
crowd in Trafalgar Square—a small boy ‘fell into a 
brimming fountain, was pulled out dripping and dis- 
patched home with a general shout of encouragement. 

It was only when Sir Winston Churchill's coach 
appeared that the crowd found its voice. The familiar
